TRAGEDY IN MIDAIR. 


qHE PARACHUTE MAN DASHED TO 
DEATH. 


A THRILLING SCENE IN COLUMBUS 
The Bottom Barsts, the Parachute Fails 
to inflate and Death Follows—

Women screamed and men stood paralyzed, 
expecting to see the daring aeronaut dashed to 
the earth a mangled mass, but with wonderful 
presence of mind he cut the parachute loose, 
and descending with lightning rapidity some 
hundred feet, its vast wings unfolded and 
Vandegrift swungit from beneath the falling 
mass of canvas, Which came to earth like a 
weitag. The crowd greeted the narrow escape 
with thundering applause, and the parachute 
sailed westerly as gracefully as an eagle to its 
nestlings. The relief was but momentary, 
when the ery arose ‘‘He is going into the 
river,”’ and the vast crowd of men rushed to 
the bank, an eighth of a mile away. The para- 
chute, with its priceless burden of human life, 
SANK SLOWLY INTO THE RUSHING CURRENT 

of the Chattahoochee, just above the jetties 
and near where two young men, John Dirkin 
and (’, H. }famburg, who had been down the 
river duck hunting, had anchored their boat, 
to watch the ascent of the balloon. As he 
struck the water he saw them and cried: 
‘Bring your boat here; come quick, for God’s 
gake.”’ Casting anchor they pulled for him, 
and both going to the forward end of the boat 
and catching him and the parachute, tried to 
pull him in, but the great weight of the three 
meu and parachute sunk the end of the boat, 
which fast filled with water. Seeing that the 
boat was sinking they turned him loose, and 
rushed to the other end to restore the equi- 
librium. The boat, half filled with water, 
fioated away and the unfortunate man 

SANK ENTANGLED IN A MASS OF ROPE 

about the now saturated parachute to rise no 
more in this life. He was bound to the para- 
chute, else he could have swam tothe bank. 
As soon asthe boat could be emptied of water 
an effort was made to recover the body. At 
11 o'clock tonight the bedy was recovered. 
The last struggle was witnessed by a number 
who had reached the bank, but were powerless 
toaid him. His brother was among the crowd 
who reached the bank in time to see him sink, 
and fell fainting to the ground. The exposi- 
tion company offered one lundred dollars for 
the recovery of the body, and the parachute 
was located about 10 o’clock tonight, but par- 


ties have been unable to get it up. 


THE AFRONAUT’S HISTORY. 

I’. Ei. Vandergrift, the unfortunate man, is 
qbout 24 years of age; was born at White 
Sulphur Springs, West Virginia, and made his 
first ascent in a balloon and jump with a para- 
chute in August this year, since which time 
he has made iorty-six successful ascents and 
jumps. The balloon was old and patched and 
burst in the same place, which showed weak- 
ness, in the successful feat of Tuesday. The 
sad tragedy has thrown a pall of gloom over 
the city and visitors.

In- 
asmuch as onlya very short time will intervene 
between the beginning of the proceedings and 
the meeting of the electoral college, and as the 
electors holding certificates cannot be pre- 
vented from exercising the functionsof their 
office by injunction, it is more than probable 
that Mr. Cleveland will receive the vote of 
the old dominion for president.

| KILLED HIS ENEMY. 


AND THE JURY RETURNED A VER- 
DICT OF ACQUITTAL. 


STORY OF A RANCHMAN’S REVENGE 
Hlow a Scoundrel After Roebling a Man of 
His Happiness Attemptsto Assassinate 
Him, But Bites the Dust. 

Sawn Buena Ventura, Cal., November 22. 
[Special.}—Joseph F. Dye ‘was yesterday 
acquitted for shouting Herrman Haynes. The 
trial brought out an extraordinary conspiracy 
to kill the owner of a ranch by ‘the lover of his 
wife. On August 27th, 1586, Haynes, a ranch 
hand, was show ané killed by Dye, the super- 
intendent and principal owner of the Sespe 
ranch. The circumstances atténding the trag- 
edy and subsequent development read like a 
roinance, and discloses one of the most per- 
fectiy planned conspiracies to put ont of the 
wav a wealthy and extensive land holder that 
has been developed since the conspiracy of the 
Sespe squatters which resultediin the killing 
of T. Wallace Moore, on the same ranch, 
nearly ten years ago, and for which F. W. 

Sprague served ten years penal servitude. 

At the trial, which closed yesterday, the 
following facts were shown: ‘The Sespe Land 
and Water company was organi!ed three years 
ago and secured control of 13,000 acres of rich 
agricultural and oil land. H. J. Crow, of Los 
Angeles, was one of the heayy stockholders 
and Dye was made superinterident. Crow is 
several times a millionaire. Business fre- 
quently called Crow to Sespe.| There he met 
and became enamored of the beautiful young 
wife of Dyes Mrs. Dye, it seems, reciprocated 
Crow’s affections, though the latter was a 
married man. Mrs. Dye was the constant re- 
cipient of letters from Crow and of many visits, 
when Dye was called to Los Angeles, 
which was of frequent occurrence. Dye's sus- 
picions were first aroused in the early part of 
August, 1886, when happening home unex- 
pectedly, he espied his young wife carelessly 
drop a note in front of his home. 
He noticed Willie Haynes, a son of 
Herriman Haynes, pick up the note 
and start toward his saddle horse, which was 


hitched near the ranch house; Dye toid the | 


boy to go toa place on the ranch, distant, five 
mwniles, and deliver a message, and, hastily 
mounting a horse, followed the boy, and, 
overtaking the boy, procured the note that 
Mrs. Dye had written to Herrman Haynes. 
The note showed that Haynes acted as an in- 
termediary for Crow in the correspondence 
between the lovers, and also that Haynes pos- 
sessed the secret between Crow and the 
woman. and had demanded a clandestine 
meeting with Mrs. Dye and himself. 

With the note Dye returned home and con- 
frouted his wife. A scene followed. in which 
an old man’s love for his young wife and her 
anguish over her infidelity, were dramatically 
portrayed. Dye, after assuring his wife that 
all was over between them, penned a letter to 
Haynes, discharging him and asking him never 
to again put foot on the ranch, and never meet 
or speak to him again. 

Shortly after securing possession of the 
means given her by Dye, Mrs. Dye left for her 
parents’ home in Oakland, leaving a baby boy 
and a little girl, Ilaynes, daily after his dis- 
charge, threatened to take Dye’s life on sight. 
and fearful of trouble, Dye leit the ranch and 
went to Los Angeles, where he remained some 
time. Returning in Augnst, 1587, he acci- 
dentally met Haynes in a store in 
the little town of Santa Paula, armed with a 
Henry rifle. Haynes insulted Dye asthe lat- 
ter passed him. Dye slapped Haines in the 
face and an altercation followed, in which Dye 
jatully wounded Haynes. 

l)yve’s counsel, in securing evidence for his 

defense, unearthed an atrocious conspiracy 
between Crow and Haynes to get Dye out of 
the way. ‘They read to the court correspon- 
dence between Crow and Haynes and Mrs. 
Dye, clearly establishing the existence of illicit 
relations between Crow and Mrs. Dye,and the 
fact that after this discovery by Dye the two 
nen had conspired to remove Dye, either by 
the result of thg@ disclosure or assassination. 
The production of this evidence created in- 
tense excitement. Sotireless have been the 
elforts of Dye’s attorneys that depositions had 
been procured from Guatemala, which sub- 
Sstantiated the evidence of the conspiracy. The 
most important letter was one written to 
Crow's private secretary two days before 
Haynes was shot, disclosing the fact that 
Hlayues had contracted to kill Dye. The 
writer said there would be no safety for him- 
self or Crow with Dye in the country. The 
jury promptly acquitted Dye.

WHY ENGLISH DETECTIVES FAIL. 
If the Whitechapel Murderer was an Irish 
Politician He Would be Caught. 

KANSAS Ciry, Mo., November 22.—[Special.] 
H. L.. Reeves, a detective of Scotland Yard, is 
inthe city. Speaking of the Whitechapel 
murder, he said it is a little surprising that the 
force of detectives so skilled as those of Scot- 
land Yard have not succeeded in capturing the 
murderer. The failure is, nodoubt, due to the 
methods used in discovering criminals. In 
New York Inspector Byrne has every profes- 
sional law breaker ‘‘tabled,”’ that is, he knows 
who and where he is. When acrime has been 
committed he is able to point 
to the probable guilty party. This 
system is entirely lacking in the London force, 
andthe detectives have to cover the entire 
criminal field in the search. If it were a con- 
spiracy the English detectives would be in 
clover. In the.case of political consptracy, 
for instance, they would become members 
themselves, and findamember who would 
peach on his fellows for money, for it has been 
the boast of England that when she wanted 
an Irish crime or political offender punished 
she would always do it by having an Irishman 
to become an inforr®r. But when it is a case 
of one cool, caiculating fellow, of whose secret 
nobody is possessed, England and her detec- 
tives are at sea.

The Knights vf Labor Find Him Gullty of 
Insubordination. 

INDIANAPOLIS, November 22. -That there 
had been an exciiing session this morning was 
made evident by the bedring of delegates 
when they left the hall at half-past gue—an 
hourand a half after their usual hour for ad- 
journment. The press committce gave out its 
repert of the proceedings to the effect that the 
Skef#ington trouble had been under discussion 
ail the morning, and the general executive 
board liad been sustained. This was their 
Statement, but the facts as developed later 
do net wholly bear them out. The report of 
the committee was tothe effect that he had 
been held guilty of insubordination and be 
suspended for one year. This report was 
taken up in two sections, and by a vote of 90 
to: he was found guiliy of insubordination 
and Vigdation of his obligations. On motion 
the penalty was made a public reprimand from 
the genera! master-workman, the vote being a 
little closer but no figure being givenout. A 
prolonged, and at times, heated debate, pre- 
ceded this action, in which Skeflington and 
Cavanagh led the opposing forces, the latier 
taking the ground that the committee’s action 
should be upheld or it would be putting a pre- 
mium on insubordination. Mr. Sketiington 
repeated his claim that his action was justiied 
by the circumstances. Others joined warmly 
in the fight, and it was only seitied after over 
four hour’s contest. ‘There are nineteen other 
cases before the grievance committee which 
will be taken up later. 

Atthe afternoon sessicn the finance com- 
mittee, Hugh Cavanaugh chairman, reported 
that it had found the methods of disbursing 
the funds very loose; that bills had not been 
countersigned befure being paid; that some 
oficer should be given the yeto power in re- 
gard to the expenditure of money, and under 
such plan more money would now be in the 
treasury; and further recommended that 
more businesslike methods be established. 
Lhey made no suggestion of any crooked- 
ness, finding all the accounts perfectly cor- 
rect, and reports state that the reduction 
already decided upon by the consolida- 
tion and reduction of offices would 
foot up $15,000. Salaries will remain the same 
as heretofore. Power is given to the general 
Secreétary-treasurer to throw out excessive 
items from expenditures, By a vote of 88 to 
62, it was decided to cdntinue the salary of $5,- 
000 to the general workman, and the secretary- 
treasurer will be paid $2,000, Members of the 
executive board will receive $4 per day and 
expenses. Thereport of the committee was 
adopted and this matter asto salary came up 
immediately afterwards.

The Negotiations Broken Off, and the Strike

INDIANAPOLIS, November 22.—The trouble 
With the local railway switchmen at this point, 
which has been pending several days, reached 
its culmination at 10:30 tonight.

In the yards-of the Belt 
Railway company west of the city, at a late 
hour tonight, a party of strikers compelled 
three engineers to draw the fires of their loco- 
motives. James Mulrey, an en&%ineer who re- 
fused to comply with their demands, was 
beaten seriously.

ON THE OPENING OF THE GERMAN 
RELICHSTAG, 


IS APPLAUDED BY HIS SUBJECTS | 


The Debate on the Land Purchase Bill in 
Parliament—Proceedings of the Par- 
nell Commission. 


Beri, November 22.—The German reich- 
stag assembled today. The emperor opened 
the session in person. In his speech he said 
the tours he had recently made convinced him 
that the desire for imperial unity was deeply 
rooted in the people. He referred to the in- 
clusion of Hamburg and Bremen in the Ger- 
man customs union, and to the conclusion of 
the commercial convention with Switzerland. 
He was gratified to know that trade had im- 
proved, and said that the prospect of higher 
prices for farming produce justified the hope 
of animprovement in agriculture, He em- 
phasized the pacific character of Germany’s 
foreign relations and policy, and said that his 
visits abroad, which had been undertaken 
with a view of effecting an understanding in 
the interest of peace, had caused universal 
confidence in the maintenance of peace. 

The emperor made no reference to any mili- 
tary bills or credits and touched but briefly 
upon east African affairs. The emperor said 
he had undertaken to execute his grandfather’s 
precious legacy with reference to social and 
political legislation. He didnot indulge the 
hope that it would be possible to banish from 
the world by legislation the distress and mis- 
ery of mankind. It was the duty of the gov- 
ernment, however, to alleviate this as far as 
possible, and by organic institutions to bring 
about a recognition of the truth that the mani- 
festation of love of one’s neighbor is the duty 
of the state asa public community. In rela- 
tion to east African affairs he said: 

Settlements in Africa are a matter of interest to 
Germany. In the task of winning Africa to Chria- 
tiau morality, friendly England and its parliament 
had recognized a century ago that thy must begin 
by repressing the trade in negroes and slave huit- 
ing. I, therefore, first arrived atan entente with 
England aad then began negotiations with other 
friendly powers, Measures in the reichstag will 
follow. 

Vith reference to foreign relations he saicde 

Our relation with all foreign powersare peacetul. 
My efforts have ceen unceasing to strengthen this 
peace. The alliance with Austriaand Italy has no 
other object. To bring without necessity, the mis- 
eries even of a victorious war npon Germany would 
be incompatible with my Christian faith and my 
duties towards the German people. Actuated thus 
I considered it my duty, shortly after my accession 
to the throne, personally togrect, not only my allies 
but aiso, and in the first place, friend!y neighboring 
monarchs, in orderto seek an understanding with 
a View to the fulfillment of the task that God has set 
before me of securing to our people the blessings of 
peace and prosperity ‘as far as ilies in our power. 
The contidence extended to me and my yo'icy at all 
courts which | have visited justifies the hope that I 
aud my allies and friends, with God's belp, will be 

bie to preserve the peace of Europe. 

The emperor was frequently interrupted by 
warm applause while he was reading his 
speech. ‘The passages referring to the peace- 
ful situation, improvement in trade, and social 
legislation, were especially applauded. Upon 
the conclusion of the speech, Herr Von Lboet- 
ticher, as representative of the chancellor, de- 
clared the reichstag opened. 

When Emperor William entered the cham- 
ber he was received with cheers led by Herr 
Von Buhl, vice-president of the reichstag. As 
he retired he was tendered an ovation led by 
Count Lerchenffeld-Kofering, Bavarian pleni- 
potentiary. During the opening ceremony 
the imperial balcony was occupied by the em- 
press, duke and dutchess of Aosta, and Prin- 
cess Albrecht and her sens. 

When the reichstag settled down to busi- 
ness, the budget was presented. It balances 
at $49,105,007 marks. Of the exvenditures, 
806,425,490 marks figure as permanent, and 
58,554,615 marks as non-recurring expenditures 
in the ordinary estimates, and 
marks as nen-occurring in the extraordi- 
nary budget. The latter amount will be coy- 
ered by means to be _ specially provided. 
Au estimate of revenue from taxation during 
the coming year shows an increase of 20,000,- 
000 marks. The funds made over from the 
empire tothe federal states will be 15.000,000 
marks in excess of previous years. On the 
other hand, matricular contributions from in- 
dividual states to the empire are increased 
1,°65,108 marks. According to memoranda 
accompanying the naval estimates,  sev- 
eral new war ships will be built, 
besides those now in course of 
construction. Additions comprise four iron 
clads, nine smaller armored vessels, seven 
corvettes, four cruisers, two dispatch vessels 
and two torpedo boats. The existing war ships, 
the budget states, are still serviceable but fare 
becoming inadapted to the times. It is, there 
fore, urged that there be created a nucleus for 
first-class ships of from 9,500 to 10,000 tons, the 
expenditures under this head to be 116,800,000 
marks and to be distributed over ten years. 
The increase in army expenditures amount to 
7,000,000 marks, mainly for victualling pur- 
poses.

PARNELL ON THE LAND BILL. 
He Favors It If Arrears Were Provided 
For. 

LONDON, November 22.—The debate on the 
land purchase bill was resumed in the house of 
commons tonight by Mr. Parnell. He declared 
emphatically that he approved the bill, but he 
believed that it was designed that, under pres- 
ent circumstances, it would be impossible to 
put it into eifective operation. He had always 
held that the creation of peasant proprietary 
was the only means of solving the land ques- 
tion. His own bill simply asked that church 
tenants be allowed to acquire land by paying 
the church commission annually for forty-nine 
years, @ rent equal to 4 per cent of the capital- 
ized value of the holdings. That would have 
created no risk to the imperial exchequer. 
The conservatives opposed that proposition, 
but the time would come when they would 
tind it needful to go further. The Irish party 
was always ready and eager to assist in the 
settlement of the land question. It was 
ealumny to say that any one of their members 
tried to make political capital out of the ques- 
tion or opposed the bill because it would make 
the government of Ireland easier. 
[| Cheers. ] On the contrary, their 
opposition to the bill was due to the know- 
ledge that it would ciuse a loss to the ex- 
chequer without effecting its ostensible object. 
The government had not taken up the land 
question with the view to helping tenants, but 
at the solicitation of landlords who, seeing 
that they could not any longer maintain their 
position, wanted to dispose of their property at 
inflated prices. [{Hear! Hear!] 

The. bill did not contain provisions enabling 
the state when supplying money to decide 
what tenancies it would be desirable te pur- 
chase in the public interest. The government 
left the landlords to decide. Congested and 
rack-rented estates would not be touched un- 


der the bill. The only way to make the land- | 


lords of congested estates agree to accept the 
value of their property was to empower the 
commission to purchase at such price as would 


represent the landlords’ interests. Arrears |

Only such rent was taken from the poor ten- 

ants as they could afford to give. Witness did 

not seek to collect rent from persons blue 
with hunger, and the law was never enforced 

against tenants of that class. 

The clerk of the 
commission handed to Edward Harrington @ 
summons to pay tiie tine of 500 pounds, which 
court henaual upon him for contempt. Mr. 
Harrington states that he will not pay the 
fine, and intends to question the right of the 
commission to enforce it,

Murder of a Woman in South Carolina—

Naskeille, Tenn.—FEarly yesterday morning 
Henry F. Woodall, a very prominent citizen of this 
county, accidentally shot bimself throngh the 
heart. He took his gun and went into the garden 
to killa rabbit his wife had seen. In a few mo- 
ments the report of the gun was heard. A negro boy 
who works on the place went tothe garden to see if 
the rabbit had been killed. On reaching the fence 
the boy discovered Mr, Woodall lying on the ground, 
a stream of blood flowing from his left side. He at 
once informed Mrs. Woodall and a number of 
neighbors, Dr. W.C. Blackman was summoned, 
but Mr. Woodall was dead before he reached him, 
He was shot through the heart, and lived only a 
few moments. He was unconscious when the boy 
found him. Mr. Woodall's body was lying in the 
garden and the gun wason the opposite side of the 
fence. At this point one of the pickets of the fence 
was missing, and a piece of wire had been stretched 
across the topto hold the pickets together. From 
the location of the gun, the body and the condition 
of the fence, it is supposed that Mr. Woodall had 

rawled through this opening in the fence, and was 
atiempting to get his gun through after him, when 
iamimer caught on the wire, and in this way 
caused the guu to be disel charged.

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Savings Banks in Schools. 

In various parts of the north a movement 
has been going on that ought to have a 
good dea! of interést for the people of the 
south, As yet the movement is in the na- 
dure of an experiment, but there seems to 
be no reason why it should not be success- 
ful. 

In perhaps forty schools in different 
states savings batiks lave been established. 
The purpose of these savings banks is to 
impress on the minds of the pupils the les- 
gon of economy, and it is a lesson that may 
well be learnéd in connection with their 
literary studies, for it is a lesson that com- 
Dbines both business and thrift. 

We are told that the savings banks are 
popular wherever the experiment has been 
tried, the pupils entering into the move- 
ment with earnestness and zeal. 

The New York Graphic says that a little 
over threc- years ago these savings banks 
were introduced inte some of the schools of 
Long Island City, and the experiment seems 
to have developed into a complete success. 
The report recently published certainly 
makes a very gratifying showing. We pre- 
sent it here, as given inthe Graphic. The 
first column represents the collections for 
the last week reported, and the second 
shows the total amount now in bank to the 
credit of each school: 
First Ward Grarimar. 
Third Ward Grammar.................... 46 83 
Fourth Ward Grammar......... . 74 32 

These figures are very practical. 
show that the pupils of schools only need a 
reasonable and proper incentive to develop 
the economy and thrift that are the basis 
‘not only of success, but of progress. 

Thefe has been no extra expense attached 
to this experiment thus far, and there need 
benone. The teachers assign one day in 
each week on which he will receive the vol- 

untary savings of the scholars from one 
cent upwards. The different sums thus 
collected are deposited by the principal of 
the schoo] on the same day in some bank, 
to the credit of each individual pupil, who 
receives a book or a card from the bank 
showing the sum deposited to his or her 
credit.

An Old Journalist’s Prediction. 

Mr. David G. Croly, tormerly.managing 
editor of the New York World, has written 
an interesting book entitled ‘‘Glimpses Into 
the Future.’’ 

The author of this entertaining volume 
discusses the future of our politics, foreign 
relations, mafriage, physical improvement 
of the race, fate of the negro, and the com- 
ing social war. ‘The book is composed of 
dialogues between Mr. Crowly, who calls 
himself ‘*Sir Oracle,’’ and various persons. 
The following, answers to the questions 
asked by a statesman will be found interest- 
ing: 

Sir O.—There are more armed soldiers in the 
Christian mations of E irope today than was ever 
before known in the history of the world. We ar 
‘on the eve of one of the mightiest conflicts that bis 
tory has ever recorded, China and Japan were 
both peace-loving without armies or cde 
Senses, wiiling to do anything to avoid fighting ; but 
the great powers of Euro} c compelled them to open 
communication for the sake of trade, and Protes. 
tant England and Cutholic France sent their armies 
to Pekin to torce the Chinese to buy their opium 
and goods, There is no instance in the history of a 
nation that was richand unprotected which was 
Bot plundered by some robber nation that was well 
armed, 

Miatesman—W hat particular nation do you fear? 

Sir O.—Germany. In the coming international 
war the Germans will want mouey, Engiand may 
Be herally, as wellas Italy. These powers could 
easily capture our seaccavts: and Great. Britain, 
through its Welland canal, could puta fleet of gun 
boats on the lakes and destroy or lay under contri. 
bution Rochester, Buffalo, Toledo, Cleveland, Chi- 
cago and Milwankee. Our people know that we 
Bre potentially the most powerful military and na- 
val nation on earth, but actually at preseut we are 
not in a position to defend ourselves against a fee- 
ble power. We have neither war ships, guns nor 
fortifications, The slugger Sullivan, it unarmed, 
would be at the mercy of a boy 6 years old equipped 
with a loaded revolver. That is onr position to-day, 
The time is coming when we shall be terribly bu- 
miliated. 

He sees in our government, as in al] others, 
a steady expansion of power, 

Statesman— Your prediction is, then, that our goy- 
ernment will become more and more pMernal? 

Sir O.—Yes; not only our government, but all 
governments are taking on mew aud varied duties 
When most of the nations were founded the king or 
emp2ror had very extensive powers. He led his 
armies, treated directly with foreign powers, was 
his own treasurer, ard filled as far as p ssiblgall the 
functions of tlie state himself. But as time rolled 
by a prime minister appeared to deal with foreign 
Nations; then atreasurer to collect the taxes: a 
minister of justice in due time was recognized. and 
Gnally marshals and genetals to lead the diferent 
armies, Compare, for instance, the cabinets of 
King Clovis and Louis XT. of France with that of 
She present French republican government. You 
will find that the tendency is toward the multipli- 
gation of departinents at the seat of government as 
the nation grows. Notwithstanding bis royal pre 
Fogatives, how little real authority, for instance, 
had Edward I. of England compared with a Glad- 
stone of A Salisbury, the uncrowned kings of to-day’ 
The catineis of the latter represent nearly all the 
great interests oftire nation. Notice how we in the 
United States are steaSUy adding to the funetions of 
the general government. We bare now our educa- 
tional, agricultural. statistical, weather and other 

bureaus, not to speak of the incerstate commerce 
commission, noneef which were thapght of in the 
(ime of Washington and Adams, Withill 2 few years

There are other forecasts dealing with 
great problems. Mr. Crowly fears a social 
convulsion. This will come, he says, after 
the cheap lands of the west are filled up; 
and the friction between labor and capital 
is such that there can be no peaceable adjust- 
ment. He believes, however, that the out- 
come will be beneficial. ‘The race of mulat- 
toes will die out and the blacks will grow 
darker. The entire North American conti- 
nent, including the West Indies and Sand- 
wich Islands, .will be absorbed by our re- 
public. 

Columns might be filled with these pre- 
dictions, but we have doubtless given as 
many as the reader will care to digest. Itis 
only fair to Mr. Crowly to say that when he 
was at the head of a great newspaper he 
was singularly successful as a prophet. He 
is a bright and brainy man, and has made a 
careful study of the trend of events and 
their causes and conditions. 
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Frew democrats will be missing from the 
next congress after the session opens, They 
will have to stick to their seats.

How a President is Elected. 

Strictly speaking, it isa mistake to speak 
of General Harrison as the president-elect. 

The people did not elect a president at the 
recent election. ‘They chose a certain num- 
ber of electors from each state, and under 
the act approved in February last. the elec- 
tors will meet in Washington on the second 
Monday iu January to vote for a president 
and a vice-president. Of course a majority 
of the votes cast at that time will be for 
Harrison and Morton, unless one or both 
should happen to die before the meeting ot 
the electoral college. 

[t is provided by the act that any contro- 
versy concerning electors may be conclus- 
ively decided by the state authorities six 
days before the electors meet. The gover- 
nors of the states are required to furnish at 
an early day the proper certificate to each 
elector, and to transmit a similar certificate 
to the secretary of state. The governors are 
bound to notify the 
Washington of controversies, and these noti- 
fications must be published in newspapers 
and laid before congress. On the second 
Wednesday in February congress will pro- 
ceed to count the electoral vote. When any 
vote is objected to each house votes on it 
separately. Whien there is only one return 
from a state no objection can be made if the 
electors have their regular certificates, but 
the two houses concurrently may reject 
votes not properly given by the duly certified 
electors. When there is a dispute over the 
electors from a state those votes are only to 
be counted which the two houses acting 
separately shall concurrenily decide to be 
the votes of the electors approved by the 
lawful tribunals of the state. 

Sometimes two or more returns are made 
without any decision by the state officials, 
In such cases the two houses on joint ballot 
may count the votes in question if they so 
decide, but if acting separately they concur- 
rently decide the votes to be unlawful they 
will not be counted, An amendment tothe 
act requires the certificates to be transmitted 
tothe president of the senate immediately

If any 
certificate is not received by the fourth Mon- 
day in January the secretary of state mus 
send a special messenger for the certificate. 

It will be seen that we elect our presidents 
in a very roundabout and complicated way. 
There is a strong cesire in many quarters to 
reform the whole businéss, and leave the 
presidential elections to be decided by a di- 
rect popular vote.

Steps Taken. 

So far but -one man has been arrested on 
suspicion, and even in his case there is a popu- 
lar belief that he is innocent of the crime 

That man is Charlie Echols, a young man 
about twenty-five yearsof age, andof high 
standing inthe community. As soon as the 
killing became known Wednesday morning 
Echols was arrested, but. promptly made the 
required bond of $1,000, and was released. 
When Thomas died that afternoon Echols was 
again rearrested, andis still under guard at 
the Flowers house. The grounds upon which 
he was arrested are these: 

Tuesday night about 3 o’clock Cohen and 
Thomas and Echols entered the Pitts house 
together and went to the room occupied by 
Cohen and Thomas, No.6. They are known 
to have played cards together and Echols lost 
$1.75, all he had, and lost $5 in addition which 
he promised to pay next day. 

Between 4 and 5 o’clock Wednesday morn- 
ing Echols entered the oflice down stairs, took 
adrink of water and after glancing around 
the room went out, shutting the door behind 
him. | 

At 7 o’clock the two men were found as de- 
seribed. 

Echols claims that he was notin the room 
later than 3 o’clock or half-past. It was stated 
yesterday that some negro had stated that he 
had seen Echols leaving the Pitts house with 
the bloody pillow from Thomas’s bed, but this 
did not develop in the coroner’s investigation 
yesterday, nor could any one in Covington re- 
memberto have heard any such statement 
made. 

A trifling matier in itself, but prominent in 
the discussion yesterday, was about where 
| The Weapon 
was taken from. Itis understood 
doctors all agreeing, that one and the same 
Weapon inflicted all three wounds. The 
wound upon the upper part of Thomas’s fore- 
head was at first thoanght to have been inflicted 
With the pole of an ax, but the displacement 
of the skull was too extensive for this. The 
lower part of the forehead was crushed in so 
suddenly that the skin was cut along the 
ragged edge of the upper part of the bone. 

The weapon itself is a wagon standard of 
half-seasoned dog wood, very heavy, about two 
inches in diameter and about three feet jong. 
One end is tapered down to fit into a socket. 
There is blood at each end, and there was on 
it, when first picked up, quite a number: of 
hairs. 

The club was undoubtedly lying, late Mon- 
day evening, on the street that leads from 
Echols’s home to the Pitts house.

Hiow it Was Done. 

A glance at the diagram will show that 
Thomas’s bed was nearer the door. Thomas 
was thirty-two years of age, a man of powerful 
physique, wakeful and agile as a cat. Cohen 
is twenty-five vears of age,a small man, an 
opium eater, and nota powerful or an active 
Than, 

Both men were struck while asleép, for a 
blow like those on ‘Thomas’s face could not 
have been dcaltif he had been standing or 
sitting. Morevor, Cohen had the bed clothes 
drawn up over hishead and never saw the 
man that hithim. The proof is that though 
the blow was powerful enough to crush in one 
side of his head the skin was not broken. 
There must have been a padding between the 
cudgel and the skull. This was the cover 
drawn up over Cohen’s head as he lay upon 
his right side. Another proof is that though 
Cohen was lying as close toa wall as Thomas 
was and dealt as hard a blow, there was no 
spattering of blood as there was all around 
where Thomas’s head had been.

Why? Because, in the first place, he was 
the more powerful of the two, because his face 
was uncovered, and an instant’s warning 
would enable him to recognize his friend’s 
assailant, while Cohen’s face was covered up, 
and even though he was waked, he could not 
sec soreadily. Then, again, it was generally 
known in town that Thomas carricd the 
money, and if only one could be dis; o ed of, he 
would be chosen for that reason. Still another 
reason is founded upon the supposition that 
the murderer knew the habits of the two men, 
and that Cohen rarely went to sleep except un- 
der the influence of an opiate. Last ol! 
he was nearer the door. ‘To kill Cohen 
and alarm Thomas would’ make escape dilfi- 
cult, as there is only one door to the room and 
escape by jumping from a window would 
almost necessarily attract attention at tha 
hour - between 5 and 6 o’clock in the morning. 
But if Thomas were killed and Cohen awaked 
tlle murderer was within two feet of the door 
and Cohen was twelve to fifteen feet away. 

For every reason Thomas was struck first, 
and that blow was the one that cut the upper 
part of the forehead. 

Instantly the murderer sprang to Cohen's 
bedside and dealt hima blow. But Thomas is 

ioving, is trying to call for help. ‘The

In feverish dread and expectation the mur- 
derer feels in Thomas’s pillow slip for the 
roll of money.

Then almost too frightened to think, 
he climbs out upon the shed just under the 
rear hall window, from there to the ground, 
and runs off feeling for the money as he runs. 
He gets the rollin his hand, leaving $59 in 
scattered bills still inside the pillow slip. 

Who is It? 

Ifthe purpose of the afte: ward-murderer 
was simply to rob, there was. no necessity for 
killing the men, for both of them were asleep. 
[It is possible that the money was 80 arranged 
in the pillow that to get at it Thomas must be 
waked. Butthis was not the only method 
even in this case. It wasa rough, hazardous 
method. Then there was a diamond pin left 
in Cohen’s cravat. 

It may have been for the purpose of robbery, 
and nothing else, but there was a grudge in it, 
most likely. Somebody must have known 
where the money was. People that played 
with Cohen and Thomas knew that Thomas 
carried it, and so did the negroes in the house, 
for they had seen him show’ the money re- 
peatedly. Again, the people that were beaten 
would cherish a grudge possibly, while the 
negroes could have none. 

Echois had been beaten, and nobody knew 
better where the money was put. It is possi- 
ble that it was stowed away in the pillow that 
that night before his very eyes.

The Room Now. 


Cohen occupies the room alone now and his 
beds and bed-clothing have been changed, and 
Thonias’s feather bed, the one upon which he 
was lying, taken out. The walls and floor, 
however, still present a ghastly appearance. 
Blood is spattered ali over the wall near Thom- 
as’s pillow. After Thomas was strack the 
second time he got outol bed, blinded and 
bleeding as he was, and followed the wall to 
find the door. Every six or eight inches on 
the wall arethe prints of the palms and fin- 
gers, or in oneortwoof a half doubled fist, or 
of tho finger tips. He passed the door, leaving 
upon it the prints of his hands, and following 
the wall all around in front of 
the mantelpiece and to the 
bureau and the other side of the room. There 
he must have staggered away from the wall 
and groped until he reached the mantelpiece 
at ‘A,’ and, being unable to determine his 
whereabouts and unable to call, he stood still 
and suifered.
